Brandt baa baan eonalatar.t to tha point of being rapatltloua in restating 
thaaa general thaaaai ht baa, however, dona ao on occasion with varying forau- 
latlona. Suoh devlatlat* in languaga war* quickly picked up by tha praaa and 
ar* at laaat partly resi>onslble for tha diaaatlafaotlon in praaa clrclaa with 
what has baan taraad Brandt 'a vaguanaas and purpoasfully davloua foraulatlona. 



1. Sovlat Alaa in tha Currant Crisis 

On Juna 17 Brandt characterised tha USBR'a announoad lntant to conolude a 
saparata paaoe traaty with Its Oaraan sataUlt* as an act of "aarrlaga with ona- 
self," an aot which, ha said, "wa can hardly pravant tha Kremlin" froa performing, 
to July 17. howavar. In an Interview oarrlad by Blldzaltutuy ha waa quotad aa 
•eying that thla Sovlat lntant aust ba pravantad by tha Wast through tha "launching 
of a political offensive." Aa long aa Brandt playad down tha toast's ability to 
take aaasuras pravantlng tha eonolualon of a saparata traaty, ba also lapliad that 
Khruahohav was oparatlng assantlally with tha thraat of suoh a traaty; ha axprasaed 
tha thought that Khruahohav would think carefully before going through with h<» 
pie* baoausa (a) this was a card ha oould play only onca, and (b) tha USSR would 
also incur certain disadvantages as a raault of having cou.ludad a aaparata traaty, 
In that it would allalnata itself froa any further dlsousslon of tha Oaraan problen. 
As Brandt came to enbraoe tha view that the oonelualon of a aaparata traaty ehould 
ba prevented. If possible, he also appeared to give greater weight, in asaaaalng 
the probability of Khrushchev' a oarrylng out hla threat, to tha factor that tha 
Sovlat Prealer had by now ooae dangerously olose to beooaing a pj 1 sonar of hla own 



In early July In a statement before the 3PD leaderahip In Bonn, Mrandt 
reportedly said that at first he had Interpreted the Soviet June 4 s»»urandua 
as an atteapt to rekindle the Berlin crisis but that ha had later bscome convinc«a 
that Moaoow'a prlaary ala was to rendar permanent the division of Germany under 
International law through the signing of a separate peace pact with tha Pankow 
regime.

Brandt haa uaad 
language such aa ^lo longer can wa rlda on tha backs of our Alllea undar tha 
pratanaa that wa are atlll being re-ed uc ated. He have matured and thla demands 
froa ua a full contribution to the Veatem oeaaunlty, and not only In D-Marke. 
Idea* and auggaatlona are expeoted of ua." 

The oversell lapreaalon gained froa Brandt' a recant pronouncemente an 
International problaaa la that undar the ooablned preaaurea of tha election 
campa i g n and hla own genuine concern for the fate of Berlin and Germany, he 
appeara to be Marching aoat anxloualy for new and independent approeehee to 
vital questions of foreign policy. However, for all hla aaphaala on the need 
for new Ideaa, he haa not coaa out with conorete propoeala of hla own, other 
than to emphasise the need to negotiate and to be aore flexible, and to endorse 
the 52-natlon peace conference Idea.
